Lord; nor 1s that Name ever ſucceſsfully 
us'd and abus'd, but by his ſworn and for- 
{worn - - --- - Some grave Divines and deep 


Caſuiſts maintain, that the Father of Lies 


endeavours to ape the Father of Light in 
many things, and works by ſecond Cauſes; 


and 4%, cry they, the Devil has his Deputies 


and Miniſters too ! by which they mean his 
------ To prove this Hierarchy of Satan's, 
they aſſert, that all God's Miniſters, in every 


Church which differs with theirs, are the 


Devil's Miniſters; and theſe Miniſters ſay 


the ſame of them; and ſome too (particular- 


ly the Quakers) are wicked enough to believe 
both, eſpecially when they ſee ſo many Scrip- 
ture-Proots pretended to on each ſide for the 
{aid Doctrine. Others keep themſelves neuter 
till they ſee the two Heritages fairly parted, 


and therefore go from Day to Day to their 


Grave alas! without any extream Unction at 


all. | But

But beſides all theſe Advantages, which 
the above reverend Caſuiſts complement Sa- 
tan with, (whether as a Friend or an Ene- 
my, I leave himſelf to judge,) and by which 
they ſeem to make him more than an equal 
Match &c. ------- They likewiſe hold, and 
bring Proofs for it; that he has numerous 
female Deputies in every Corner of the U- 
niverſe: For what are Witches but the Devils 
Embaſſadreſſes, the zealous Paſtoreſſes, who 
feed his Familiars and his daily Negotia- 
trixes to win People to him, and bring in 
his Harveſt? For this end, he has an old 
wither'd Journey-woman or two in every 
Diſtrict. The learned Fane Wenham was 
one of them; ſhe was tried ſome Years 
at Hertford, for holding a Schiſmatical 
Conventicle of Cats and Goſſips, who were 
great Hereticks, and went a caterwauling 


from the Church. The neighbouring South- 


ſayers were the Proſecutors; for as the Proverb 


ſays, two of a ----- can never agree. Let 


us remark two marvellous Things on this 
Head: Firft, how very cheap Satan maintains 
this Branch of his Adminiſtration: Their 
only Equipage is a Broomſtick, and their 


only Revenue is now and then a cold Treat 


in the Church-yard. Marvellous Saeriledge, 


that Satan and his Haggard Curateſſes, ſhould

Poles. We ſee they thrive accordingly, and 


are never the fatter ; whereas the rightful

Owners are in rare Cafe, and as plump as you 
pleaſe. Secondly, let us remark the marvellous 


Diligence and Succeſs of theſe lean and un- 
hir'd Doctreſſes, even according to the Teſ- 


timony of our own Caſuiſts, who are daily la- 
menting, as well as combating the Devil's 
great and growing Power; which looks like a 
Confeſſion, that tho? they themſelves have 
po Artillery, and the beſt Cauſe, yet Satan 

as very formidable Forces; perhaps, becauſe 
they are not over-fed: A Remark which fur- 
niſhes an inſtructive Moral. This puts me in 
Mind of a ſaying of the famous Daniel Bur- 


geſs ; Srrs, ſays be, what trow you may be the 
Canſeof Belzebub's prevailing. Intereſt in the 
World? Why Pl tell you: I he greateſt part 


F the World maintains an Army againſt him, 
Good ye that 
he rs to be bullied with a Lord rebuke thee, Vom 
ſuch Fellows as they? No, no - it becometh 
none but a Chriſtian to take the old Hector 
by the Beard, and kick him down Stairs, 
Behold we hear likewiſe two probable Rea- 
ſons why Satan's Wizards do not, likeour non- 
juring Sort, intermeddle in Plots and Conſpira- 
cies: Firſt, becauſe theother Sort ſave them the 
Trouble, and appropriate that Work particu- 
larly to themſelves, with unrivalPd Induſtry 
and Zeal. Secondly, becauſe theſe, his She- 
Gentry, areeminently modeſt as to their ſecu- 
lar Claims, and even ſilent about. them;

nion of the Globe, nor even to Revenues 
and Dignities: Nor do they publickly curſe 
and {wear at thoſe who refuſe to ſurrender 
chem their Wealth and their Wives, and to 
hold their Stirrup. | 

From all this Reaſoning, I think it is plain 
that the Plot, how fully ſoever proved, would 
never have been ſatisfactorily proved, had not 
my Client been at the Head of it: Some Gen- 
try of that Faculty in Popiſh Countries, 
have been ſuch regular and conſtant Com- 
biners againſt the Peace of States, that all 
conſiderable and extenſive Treaſons have 
been almoſt engroſſed by them; and Lay- 
Traytors only admitted collaterally, and as 
Acceſſaries: Nay, in Matters of Blood 
an Aſſaſſination, the Glory of the whole 
Scheme, both in the Projection and Execu- 
tion, has been generally theirs; and all this 
in a Succeſſion ſo uninterrupted, that Plot- 
ting ſeems to be of ---—- Inſtitution, and ſe- 
cured to them by a Right of Poſſeſſion: 
Nor is ſuch a Claim more wicked and ab- 
ſurd than ſome others of theirs. 

In Truth, thoſe of them who, either abroad 
or at Home, are acted by this Spirit, (how 
many they are, let others determine,) have 
in effect ſet up an Office for licenſing Re- 
bellions; for what elſe means their harang- 
ing and inflaming their Votaries to be Re- 
bels; and then not only abſolving them from 
the Crimes of Perjury and Rebellion, but

making thoſe horrible Villanies, Marks of 
Sanctity and Orthodoxy ? Is not this a De- 
claration that Virtue and Vice derive their 
Exiſtence from the Fiat and good Pleaturc 
of theſe Gentlemen? Are not all the Enc- 
mies to the Eſtabliſhment, and all the Sco- 
rners of Oaths, their ftancheſt Friends? And 
do they not mark as their Enemies, all wio 
adhere to it? And is not Reverence for an 
. Oath, a Mark of Diſaffection to them; and 
an honeſt Conſcience a Proof of Schiſm? tr 
is certain that the Chriſtian Religion lays 
indiſpenſable Ties upon the Minds of Belic- 
vers: Now what Sort of Religion mutt they 
have; what Sort of Believers muſt they be, 
who mock and break all the Bonds of Chriſ- 
tianity? They who have a Religion pro re na- 
ta, an occaſional Religion, which varies 
with the Weather and their Paſſions; a Re- 
ligion which prompts and warrants all Un- 
godlineſs, and damns all Piety and common 
Senſe. | 

Their Reafoning is like their Religion; 
the Reaſoning of an Almanack, never two 
Days the fame, or ſteddily wrong. Once 
it was downright Damnation to rebel, nay, 
to reſiſt upon any Pretence whattoever : 
Now it is damnable not to rebel withaur any 
Pretence at all. Formerly Kings were Vice- 
Gods, and to be obey'd and reverenc'd wit! 
a Submiſſion, and Reſignation due only to 
God, and had they honour'd their Maker 
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f 13% 3 
but as devoutly as they did ſome Princes, 
who reſembled a very difterent Being, they 
would have been no Scandal to Chriſtiani- 
ty: But now a Days they exceed Porters in 
the Brutiſhneſs of their Language and Be- 
haviour towards a Prince, whoſe greateſt 
Crime is, that he thinks that his Lay Subjects 
have as good a Right as themſelves to be 
us'd like Freemen; and that the unſearch- 
able Heart of Man is only ſubje& to the 
Cognizance of the infallible Tribuna! of 
God, and not to an angry Faction of Pedants, 


who would make the Authority of God 


truckle to their paltry Ambition, and ſacrifice 
Reaſon to Deluſion, and Religion and Peace 
to Grimace and Fury. | 

If the Liberties of the Nation were in 
Danger, as I hope they are not, (from him 
I am ſure they are not,) yet {till it would 
be Impudence in them to hold up a Finger 
in their Defence. They who have eternal- 
ly been a dead Weight upon Liberty, and 
at all Times, made formal, and proteſs'd, 
and canonical Labels againſt it, concerted 
regiſter'd Libels. As to King James, their 
Behaviour to him 1s no Exception; for med- 
ling with Aarou's Bells, they rung him out 
of the Kingdom; ſo much more prevailing 
with them was Rage, than the Fear of their 
own Anathema and Damnation, fo frequent-

But this perhaps is foreign from the Task 
which I have undertaken, to write an Apo- 
logy for Father Dominic, and therefore I 
beg, ſecondly, that it may be conſidered in 
his Behalf, that there are Diſſenters in Eng- 
land, a Sort of People he could never bear;

It was indeed a 
diverting Shew to ſee with how many pretty 
Airs, Croſſes, Cringes, Forms, and Coopees, 
he acted at the Houſe-warming of a certain 
new Building at Greenwich, and made it 
thereby Holy. Whereas the Difſenters were 
Enemies to the Mode, and met in Pieces of 
Ground, which, for want of Holy Water, 
remain'd {till in a State of Paganiſm, 
Thirdly, My Client had taken the —

and this is no uncommon Reafon for break- 
ing them. There is a reverend Society of 
Men in a neighbouring Church, whoſe Au- 
thority has never wanted Weight with ma- 
ny who pretend to be of ours: They hold 
the Doctrine of Probability, that is, that any 
Man may with a ſafe Conſcience do what 
any Grave Doctor holds to be lawful. Now 
an eminent high Churchman has declared

And how then cau a Man be ſaid

Fourthly, My Client had gat the Keys of 
both Worlds at his Girdle: And it was ſtrange, 
if having them both in his Power, he could 
not make bold with a ſmall Part of one of 
them. It would be as if a Monarch who 
had all Europe, could not diſpoſe of Brentford, 
My greateſt Wonder is, that my Client cannot 
with this Maſter-key of his, open the ſub- 
lunary Lock that holds him faſt in Durance, 
eſpecially when they ſay, even Witches and 
Necromances can do it.

Fifthly, My Client has an indelible Cha- 
rater; a Character which, his Holineſs ſays, 
will render the Prieſt free, ſecure, and in- 
vulnerable, tho' the Man may be imprifon'd 
and degraded. We mult diſtinguiſh betwixr 
plain Domenick and Doctor Dominick. The 
former Domznick is really a human Creature, 
and ſubject to all the Infirmities of Humani- 
ty; but the ſaid Doctor Dominicſ is not of 
earthly Mould, but of a Contexture and 
Quality altogether myſterious and incompre- 
henſible to mortal Underſtanding. We muſt 
therefore carry the ſame Diſtinction along 
with us, when we judge of his Guilt and 
Puniſhment. As a Per ſon, no doubt, he may 
be criminal, but as he is a Repreſentative of 
———— and all that, 'tis Atheiſm to charge 
him with Guilt, let him be as black and as 
guilty as he will. His Head may be taken 
Off, but the indelible Stain (which Stain is 
inviſible) can never be wip'd off. But be- 
cauſe this Doctrine, however orthodox and 
prevailing, may ſeem difficult to Minds not 
thus illuminated, I will explain it beyond a 
Poſſibility of cavilling. Let us ſuppoſe, if 
you pleaſe, an indelible Clock; that is to 
ſay, a Clock which cannot be unclock'd. You 
may indeed take away its Weights, ſtop its 
Wheels and its Motion, and prevent its go- 
ing, and make it entirely uſeleſs, yet ſtill it 
is a true Clock, tho? it performs none of the 
Offices oi a Clock. Here now is a familiar

Sixthly, A certain great Perſon would not

them into his own Belly. I hope he did 
not mean that we were to have all our 
good Things hereafter; but for him and his 
Brethren, their only Hope was in this Lite, 
and that having their only Portion upon

Nor have we yet any Office for the Con- 
ſecration of Coffins and haunted Houſes, 
Hence the evil One often makes the Dead to 
walk, and keeps Poſſeſſion of Tenements 
which he never paid for, You, Reverend 
Sirs, you only can barricade our Houſes and 
our Graves againſt this: vile Intruder, by 
Words and holy Water.

we all know the crying Crime of Schiſm, 
and the Decency of Unity and Order.

Corfs and Caſſocks be all of a Cut,; and if we 


muſt be uniform 1n bowing, letus be uniform 


in ourcovering of the Backs that bow. There- 
fore the Nonjuring Council ought to meet. 

Laſtly, That venerable Aſſembly ought to 
meet, that the October in their ſeveral Coun- 
tries may have time to grow ſtale. 

I fay nothing of the obvious Neceſſity of 
a new Tranſlation of a certain Book, the 
preſent Tranſlation being too plain, and 
much the ſame with that of Geneva: A thing 
not to be ſuffer'd.
